Frank Fray, the Antelope Valley des­ 
perado is lodged safely in the County 
Jail on New High street. He came in 
on No. 17 this morning in company with 
a man named Bailis, and surrendered 
himself to the Sheriff, stating that the 
whole country was after him and he ex­ 
pected to be mobbed if caught. 
W hen 
Been in his cell he denied burning Crane’s 
house and said that he was out in the 
mountains 
at 
the 
time 
the 
conflagration 
occurred. 
He 
fur­ 
ther 
stated 
that 
Crane 
and 
he 
used to steal cattle together, and that 
Rony was afraid that he would squeal, 
and was, therefore, anxious to get him 
out of the way. 
He declares that he will 
kill Crane on sight when released from 
prison, and thinks that they cannot prove 
any charge strong enough to hold him. 
At 7.-30 p. m. Constable Magee arrived in 
the city, having trailed Fray down here, 
and, unconscious that that individual 
had surrendered and was in jail, applied 
at the police station and obtained two men 
to aid him in arresting the fugitive. Ma­ 
gee knew that Bailis had a house on 
Heilman street, E ast Los Angeles, aud 
accompanied by the officers, proceeded 
there and surrounded the building. 
Of 
coarse his precautions were futile, and 
later on he heard that his man was w ith­ 
in the walls and after assuring himself 
that this wa3 the case he retired for a 
few hours long-needed rest. 
His story 
of the second expedition of Fray is as 
follows: 


magke’b second trip. 
“ It was 5 o’clock on Friday evening 
when I started out for the hills again. 
Rony Crane was so anxious to go, and I 
knew that he was acquainted with every 
foot of the country, so I took him along 
as trailer, and also swore in Clayton 
Gfllibrand and Joe Harwood as deputies, 
letting who else follow who would. 
We 
rode hard all that evening and by 2 
o’clock the next morning found ourselves 
in sight of Crane’s place, where we decided 
to encamp for a few hours. 
We elept 
for a few hours and started oil again 
wilh fresh horses, making for the Los 
Alimos Ranch, where Fray had a great 
friend named Bailis, whom he was in 
the habit of visiting. We could not lind 
a^.y particulars of our man, so on we 
went to Smith’s Cation, where Fray had 
elúded us the night before, and here 
Cft$ne set to work to look up the trail. 
He skirmished round for some time, but 
at 
la3t 
found 
it, 
and 
off 
we 
set up 
a 
narrow 
mountain 
defile 
that wound in and about the mighty 
hills that abound in that part of the 
couutrv. We found that we were travel­ 
ing due south, and then it flashed across 
us that Fray had gone to Newhall, a teri* 
ble journej’. as the country is not in the 
leat adapted for travel I can assure you. 
The sun came up like a ball of fire aud 
the heat was something tertific in the 
cations, and to add to our discomfiture 
we had not taken the precaution to carry 
water, and none was to he found. Some of 
the places we had to pass were 
b o 
precipitous that we had to dismount and 
lead our horses, aud it looked as if we 
would be left in the lurch, for the poor 
animals played out and one of them 
stum bled and cut his fetlock, making 
him go along in great distress. 
After a 
time we lost the trail and it was of course 
possible that Fray had headed ofT in 
some other direction; but I knew that 
HE COULD NOT GET FAR, 
for 
before 
leaving 
Lancaster, 
1 
had 
taken 
the 
precaution to tel­ 
e graph 
to 
Bakersfield, 
Newhall, 
Santa Paula, Ventura and surrounding 
points, and knew that if he put in 
an appearance at any 
of them he 
would be surely arrested. Then again 
the whole country was alive with people 
looking for him and the Tweedy boys 
and other prominent cattle men were 
out scouting in all directions and would 
hold him up if they ran across him. You 
cannot imagine how glad we were when 
we finally saw in the distance a ranch- 
honse, and here wo stopped a few m iu­ 
utes and changed horses, starting off 
fresh again on the trail which ied into 
Newhall. Beyond the fact that it was a 
tough ride nothing more of incident oc­ 
curred on our journey and we rode into 
our objective point at 5 r. m., having 
journeyed 100 miles on horseback during 
the twentj’-four hours, including the 
time we devoted to sleep, rest and other 
stoppages necessary during the ride. I 
at once made inquiries as to whether 
Fray had been in the town and they said 
that, accompanied by Bailis, he had ar­ 
rived early in the morning and had gone 
on the first train to Los Angeles. 
I 
asked why he was not detained aud wan 
told that Bailis had stated th a t I had 
deputized him to take charge of Fray 
and as 
everything 
seemed 
square 
they 
had 
’ let 
them 
go 
on 
that 
pre’ext. 
I 
decided 
to 
follow them down, and leaving Crane 
and the rest of the party at New hall I 
came here with the result you already 
know. 
I shall take Fray to Newhall to­ 
morrow or Monday, where the charge of 
arson will be preferred against him , and 
Crane, 
Flynn and others will testify. 
As to my deputizing Bailis to arrest Fray, 
that is/o f course, all nonsense, as I did 
not swear him in on any occasion. 
1 
hear, aiso, that he is claiming $50 re­ 
ward, but I do not know what for.’’ 
A B A D 
R E C O R D . 
Magee spoke of Fray’s general reputa­ 
tion in the valley. 
He had boasted 
openly that when he wanted anythin* 
he took it, and if the people objected, all 
right, they could settle with him , he was 
alwayB fixed for them. 
He stole two 
small shanties from the Albee boys and 
they were afraid to prosecute him as they 
feared his vengeance if by any chanco 
he escaped. 
The most interesting thing 
about his career 
that 
has come to 
light is that he passed a few months in 
the Stockton County Jail two years ago 
as an accomplice of “ Black Bart” in the 
Tuolumne stage robbery. 
He was be­ 
lieved to have been an associate of Bart’s 
for many m onths, hut nothing could be 
directly traced to him , and after holding 
him as long as possible the District At­ 
torney advised his release. 
He did not 


leave th at part of the county however, 
and appeared from time to time in the 
courts, receiving sentences on one or two 
occasions. 
After he established himself 
in Antelope Valley he became noted 
for being the possessor of an unnsnal 
number of watches, having at one time 
five on his person. 
As, however, noth­ 
ing was known of his previous history 
this was simply regarded as a whim 
which Fray explained by stating that he 
bought one whenever he took a fancy to 
it. During the period of his residence in 
the hills he has made himself many 
enemies, but few friends, and if he is put 
where he will be out of harm ’s way there 
are few 
who 
will 
regret his loss. 
Had Rony Crane come up with him 
the night the bouse was burned to the 
ground, the County Jail would never 
have had him for an inm ate, for Rony’s 
wrath was something terrible. 
Crane 
saw the light of the nurning house just 
as he was fixing for a night’s rest and 
called Joe Harwood’s attention so it. 
That individual 
rem arked 
that 
he 
thought it was a reflection of the moon, 
but suddenly the flames shot up, and 
knowing from their location th at it was 
his place Rony shouted, “ Come on,Joe,” 
and rushing to 
where 
the tethered 
horees were peacefully grazing he jumped 
on one without saddle and bridle. They 
were high up on a hill and Rony spurred 
his horse down it at breakneck speed, 
Joe following close up though unable to 
keep pace with his frenzied 
leader. 
“ Everything’s gone,” groaned Rony, as 
they sighted the burning houee, and 
scarce knowing w hat he was doing he 
spurred his horse into the m idst of the 
flames in the hopes of saving Borne few 
tokens that he prized. Then he set off 
on Fray’s trail and followed it up to 
Bailis’ place some four mileB distant. 
“ Open the door,’’'shouted Crane, “ and 
bring th a t 
out.” 
No answer came, so Rony raised his 
rifle on high and broke in the door with 
its butt, whereupon Bailis appeared, and 
disclaimed all knowledge of Fray’s wheie- 
abouts. 
Fray’s excuse of not being near 
the fire is rather a lame one. as he was 
seen within two miles of it before the 
blaze broke out, and then again his dog 
was seen lurking about by Mrs. Crane 
before she left the house. 


f r a y ’s g o od h o rsf. s e n s e . 
There is no doubt at all that Fray did 
a rem arkably pensible thing in giving 
himself up, for had he been captured he 
would probably have never had time to 
say his prayers. Great credit is due to 
Constable Magee for his conduct through­ 
out the entire affair. Though a young 
man and in possession of the star but 
a few months, he acted like a veteran 
thief-catcher, and left no stone unturned 
by which his m an might be secured. 
For four days and nights he ha3 been on 
the trail, with only an hour or two occa­ 
sionally for Bleep, and th at he has not 
wasted m uch tim e is evidenced by the 
fact that he has averaged about 100 mileB 
a day, horseback travel. 
It would be 
a good thing for the cattlemen and 
ranchers in general if men like Fray 
could be exterm inated frcin that part of 
the country, for the Hills that form 
what is called the coast range are 
simply infested with these light-fingered 
gentry and life and property is ever inse­ 
cure. Magee says that when he was at 
Fray’s dug-out cm Thursday night two 
brawny individuals armed from top to 
too put in an appearance, with the lame 
excuse for their desperate appearance 
that they were miners. It was evident, 
however, that they were engaged in some 
other occupation, where manual labor 
did not form a verv striking featuie and 
conclusions may be drawn from the fact 
that the man who robbed the San Luis 
Obispo stage some ten days ago in such a 
daring manner is doubtless one 
of 
the gang that prowls about in the hills. 
It is comparatively speaking a safe re­ 
treat for these land pirates, for no rail­ 
road brings its disturbing influence for 
many miles in any direction, and the 
configuration of the country is such that 
an arm y of men unacquainted with the 
surroundings might look for them for 
months in vain. The Fray episode has 
proved quite an excitem ent for that sec­ 
tion of the country, and residents of the 
country, both far and near, greedily de­ 
vour all information pertaining to it as It 
appears in these columns.

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STREET-WORK.. 


How the Vrooman Act Oper­ 
ates Here. 


GKNKEAL 
BALDW IN'S 
VIEW S. 


The P ro p erly O w ner to B lam e if th e 
S tre e ts a re Not Im proved 
P ro p erly . 


The work of the Street Superintendent’s 
office has changed materially since the 
Vrooman Act has been taken as the law 
in street m atters in this city. 
Prior to 
the Spring of this year the grading of 
■treets was done under the city charter, 
which required the property owners to 
pay their assessments before the work 
was commenced. Under the Vrooman 
Act the contractor has to do h is work to 
the satisfaction of the Street Superintend­ 
ent before he obtains his pay, and in con­ 
sequence a great deal more work is im ­ 
posed upon the head of the Street De­ 
partment. 
A reporter of the H e r a l d yesterday 
called upon General J . M. Baldwin, and 
found that since the State law was put in 
affect here the following streets had been 
ordered graded: Virginia avenue, be­ 
tween Soto and Boyle; Montgomery, be­ 
tween Figueroa and B ush; Seventh, be­ 
tween Main and San P edro; Elmyra, 
between Chavez and its east extrem ity 
Seventh, between Union avenue and 
Pearl; Pine, between Main and Grand 
avenue, the intersection of First and 
Hope; Eighth, between Union avenue 
and 
Alvarado; 
W orkm an, 
between 
Downey avenue and Daly; Mozart, be­ 
tween Griffin avenue and 
Chestnut; 
Sichel, between Mission Road and Sig­ 
ler; Eleventh, between Hill and Grand

Btreets. 
In response to inquiries General Bald­ 
win said th at hereafter it would be the 
fault of the property owner if the Btreets 
were not properly improved. 
U nder the 
Vrooman act every property owner has 
the right to examine the work of the 
contractor, and see th at he does it ac­ 
cording to the contract. 
If the contract­ 
or does not do the work satisfactorily the 
property owner has the right to protest 
and to refuse to pay 
his 
assess­ 
m ent until the contract is complied 
w ith. Heretofore, while of course the 
property owner had the right to protest, 
the contractor had the upper hand of him 
because he had paid his assessment. 
In putting the Vrooman act into oper­ 
ation the first step after the establish­ 
m ent of the grade is the passage by the 
City Council of the notice of intention. 
After this is adopted it is sent to the 
Mayor for his approval, and according to 
the law in the case, this is the only step 
in the proceedings to which the Mayor 
has the power of veto. 
•‘How does the Mayor know at this 
early stage of the proceedings whether 
the notice of intention should be vetoed 
or not?” asked the reporter. 
“ He should make it his business 
to know,” replied General Baldwin. 
“ There are several 
ways 
of 
find­ 
ing out w hether it would be for the 
interests of the city to veto this notice. 
In the first place, it is the duty of the 
Mayor to refuse to approve the notice if 
he finds that the work will cost the city 
mny money. The Vrooman act provides 
that no property can be assessed for 
street work for more than half of the 
last assessm ent for taxes. 
The differ­ 
ence between the price of the work and 
the am ount the property-owner is liable 
for under these circumstances can be 
easily ascertained. All the Mayor has 
to do is to get an <stim ate of the cost 
from the City Engineer, and then find 
w hat the last assessment was. 
It can 
then be seen at a glance whether 
th e city is liable 
for any of the 
work. Then if he is in doubt as to 
w hether the work is desired by the ma­ 
jority of the property owners he can send 
Jiis clerk to the scene of the proposed 
im provem ent and find out. The next 
■top in the work is the adoption of the 
resolution of intention and its subsequent 
publication by order of the Council. The 
Street Superintendent follows this up 
w ith a “ Notice of Street W ork” and ten 
days after this is published is given to 
the property owners to file their objec­ 
tions. 
If over one-half of the frontage 
objects to the intended work within this 
tim e all proceedings fall to the ground 
and cannot be commenced again within 
aix m onths, unless the property owners 
change their 
m inds 
and 
over one- 
half 
of 
them 
petition 
for 
it. 
If, 
however, no protest is received 
the proceedings are contained and a reso­ 
lution ordering the work to be done, no­ 
tice to contractors, receipt and award of 
bids, publication of the ‘Resolution of 
Award 
of Contract,’ and 'Notice of 
Award of C o n tractfo llow in quick suc­ 
cession.” 
“ At this point of the proceedings the 
property owners have an opportunity to 
protect themselves again. 
If they think 
that the contAct has been awarded at 
too high a price they have an opportu­ 
nity to come in and take the contract 
themselves. 
The Street Superintendent 
holds this opportunity open ten days for 
them , and during that time they can 
come forward and by filing the proper 
bonds with 
him 
receive 
the con­ 
tract. 
There is then no cause for 
com plaint th at rests in them . It is the 
iault of the property owners themselves 
if they have to pay more than the work 
is worth. 
If, however, they fail to come 
in and take the contract, the contractor 
obtains his award an d the work is com­ 
menced. 
Then follows 
an 
immense 
amount of work for the Street Superin­ 
tendent and his clerks.” 
“ When the award is made the Street 
Superintendent immediately figures the 
assessment upon each person along the 
line of work and this is no small piece of 
work. In the first place, assessments at 
so much per foot are figured for each 
property owner along the line of the 
■treet 
to 
be 
improved. Then 
the 
cost 
of the 
* street 
intersections 
most be figured under the City Charter. 
The city paid for these intersections. 
Now the property owners have to pay 
and their cost is assessed on the property 
for one-half block on every side of the in­ 
tersection, but once paid for it never en­ 
ters afterward into the cost of grading 
Hie cross streets. 
All this figuring gives 
ng considerable work, and I nave had an 
‘ 1 set of books made for the pur­ 


pose of keeping a record of these assess­ 
m ents. 
This record will be very valua­ 
ble, as 1 shall explain.” 
“ After the contractor has done his 
work I furnish him with a list of the as­ 
sessments 
upon 
the 
property and 
he 
then 
collects 
the 
amounts 
due 
him . 
W ithin 
thirty 
days, 
however, he m ust hie with this office the 
account of the assessments with me, and 
those unpaid at that time become liens 
upon the property and are collectalfle in 
the same m anner as any other lien upon 
property. If he fails to tile this state­ 
m ent with me inside of thirty days, he 
has no lien upon the property, and thus, 
you see, this office will become one of re­ 
cord. Searchers of records will visit this 
office to find w hether there is an unpaid 
street assessm ent lien upon the property, 
and under the Vrooman Act the Street 
Superintendent’s office becomes one of 
great im portance.” 
In answer to a question as to whether 
the acts of the Council under the City 
Council after the Vrooman 
act was 
passed were 
legal, General Baldwin 
said: 
“ That is a matter for legal de­ 
cision and can only be determ ined by a 
legal mind. 
Los Angeles was rather 
slow about operating under the Vroo­ 
man act and 1 very much doubt if the 
work done on the streets since the Vroo­ 
man act became a law in 1885, was legal. 
The Vrooman act was a general State 
law and after its passage superseded all 
other laws in relation to street matters, 
and it is my opinion that no city charter 
in the State could be used in preference 
to it. 
So it may be with the new Char­ 
ter being proposed. 
The street law as 
provided in it will be a special law for 
this city and the question will be wheth­ 
er a special law will take precedence 
over a general law. This is a question 
for the Freeholders to discuss before they 
finish the Charter they are working at. 
“ There are other m atters.” said Gen. 
Baldwin, “ which should be considered 
in connection with this office. The ordi­ 
nances in relation to the tearing up of 
streets and the laying of sewers and 
water pipes Bhould be somewhat modi­ 
fied. 
Under the present ordinances, 
those who desire to tear up the streets 
have to visit several offices and file bonds 
or deposit money in another office and it 
takes them one-half 
day to obtain a 
permit and one-half a day and a great 
deal of walking to get their deposit back. 
This office is under heavy bonds and I do 
not see why those who desire to work on 
or under the streets should not make 
their deposits directly with me and thus 
save themselves a great deal of trouble. 
If some ordinance were passed making 
this the central office for all m atters re­ 
lating to streets it would be more satis 
factory to the people and to the Street 
S u perintenden t. ’ ’ 


TH E LUCAS TRIAL. 


E lto n 's T estim on y About th e D c te o 
tlv c ’s Queer W ays. 
In the trial yesterday of Detective 
Lucas for receiving stolen goods, the day 
was spent in the cross-examination of 
Elton. The defence went over every de­ 
tail of 
his 
story, probing 
into the 
minutest particulars. 
Toward the end 
of the afternoon it was evident that the 
long strain was telling upon him , and 
that the attorneys could surprise him 
into saying a great many contradictory 
things. 
He continues to hold pretty 
firmly to the main features of his story 
That he worked for Lucas and divided 
the profits of his thievery with him , and 
that the stolen articles came into Lucas’s 
possession, and Lucas voluntarily ac­ 
cepted them , knowing that they were 
stolen. 
One creditable 
thing about 
Elton is the effort that he makes to con­ 
ceal the names of people who have 
befriended him , and whom 
he 
ad­ 
mits he has disgraced. 
The episode 
of the letter which Elton declares Lucas 
sent to Sheriff Hawkins, came up yester­ 
day for the iirst time in the course of the 
trial. 
This is the letter which Elton 
says contained a proposition from Lucas 
that he should refuse to testify against 
him in this case and that in return the 
detective should exert himself to gain the 
young^man’s pardon from theJGovernor. 
Elton declared that Hawkins showed 
him this letter, but when he undertook 
to read it aloud to some guards who 
were in attendance, the Sheriff snatched 
it away. 
Elton has told too many lies 
for his testimony to have much weight 
with the jury, but if the truth could be 
sifted out of his romancing it would 
throw a good deal of light on the singu­ 
lar position in which Detective Lucas was 
placed when the police made their de 
scent on his establishment and found 
Elton’s plunder concealed there. This is 
the m atter about which there is no 
doubt.

Col. Messmore’s speech, al­ 
though delivered in a most courteous 
and polite manner, was scathing to the 
quick to our opponents.

and his record on the labor question as 
well as the laboring party of Indiana, 
stating that the scar still remains that 
was inflicted when a certain ereat strike 
took place in that State.

The party at large at 
one moment appeals to the stray Prohi­ 
bition sheep to come back to the fold, 
and in the next, when some member of 
the party with Prohibition proclivities 
seeks an office, some fellow who has a 
“lush” to put in nomination, insults his 
Cold Water brother by stating that “ the 
man he is about to name is not backed 
by the hypocritical Prohibition party.* 


A Notably W eak Ticket. 
A very careful survey of the Repub­ 
lican ticket, and an extensive interchange 
of views with the people of Los Angeles, 
satisfies us that it is far weaker than it 
was rated in our first impressions. The 
party itself is deeervedly weak in Los 
Angeles county this year, and the general 
idea was that it would seek to buttress 
itself by strong nominations. In this the 
public expectation has been greatly dis­ 
appointed. Its judicial nominations ore 
specially weak. There is not amongst 
them all a single man of. force and 
ability combined with the approved 
degree of learning needed for such an 
exalted station, although no one, as we 
are at present advised, will feel like at­ 
tacking their respectability. The ablest 
of the trio is too young to have 
acquired the experience and erudition 
requisite, while Judge Van Dyke errs 
on the side of too advanced an age for 
efficiency. They are all newcomers; but 
that objection in a community like 
this 
composed 
of 
new 
comers, 
amounts to little except in so far 
that in the administration of the law 
local knowledge counts for a good deal, 
as do the prescriptions that form the 
body of the unwritten law which often so 
rightly modifies the written law. The 
nominee for District Attorney, Mr. Frank 
P. Kelly, íb an amiable young gentleman 
whose personal popularity will not blind 
the voters to the fact that he is a very 
jregk brother in all that pertains to law. 
Los Angeles county is engaged in con­ 
cerns of great magnitude, &nu the legal 
adviser of her Board of Supervisors should 
be a man thoroughly versed in the laws 
and able to write clear and forcible opin­ 
ions upon the grave questions that are con­ 
stantly liable to spring up. Certainly the 
«nost enthusiastic friend of Mr. Kelly will 
not claim that Francis Patrick comes up 
to all the requirements of such a respon­ 
sible function. 
The Democracy will unquestionably 
place jurists of note in nomination for 
all three judgeships. Those positions 
are at present occupied by Democratic 
judges of acknowledged eminence. The 
probability is extreme that they will be 
renominated and it would be very hard, 
indeed, for the Republican nominees to 
get away with them. 
The Democratic party can also be re­ 
lied upon to nominate for the office of 
District Attorney either the present able 
occupant or some gentleman of equal 
ability and worth. 
This makes it very hard lines indeed 
for that portion of the Republican 
ticket. 
The nominees for the several minis­ 
terial county offices are all equally weak. 
The gallant young Martin Aguirre is the 
Btrongest of the lot. This dashing Cali­ 
fornian has many strong points, but he 
will find it hard to convince the public 
that his youth and inexperience should 
be entrusted with such responsible duties 
as those which pertain to the office of 
Sheriff. Martin has many admirable 
qualities, and he is thoroughly stei ling 
and likable, but the Democracy will un­ 
doubtedly overweight him.

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 
was amended so as to strike out the 
House proposition for suspension of work 
on the new Congressional Library build­ 
ing, and instead gives $1,000,000 to con­ 
tinue the work. 
Among other amendments reported by 
the Committee on Appropriations, and 
agreed to, were the following: Increas­ 
ing the appropriation for the education of 
children in Alaska, from $25,000 to $50,­ 
000. and making the item read, “for in­ 
dustrial education” ; also inserting an 
item of $6,803 to reimburse the Board of 
Home Missions 
of the Presbyte­ 
rian church, for buildings aud other 
improvements at 
Albuquerque, N. 
M., 
donated 
to the Government 
for school purposes; also inserting items 
for buildings at the military post at Den­ 
ver $100,000, and for private property 
taken by the Government in the exten­ 
sion of the military reservation at Fort 
Thornburg, Utah, $3,437; also an item 
for additional buildings at the Pacific 
branch of the National Soldiers Home, 
$190 000, and at the Northwestern, South­ 
ern and Western branches, Í 101,000 ¿also 
the item of $100,000 for additional land 
and buildings at the Utah penitentiary. 
Senator Wilson, of Iowa, from the 
Committee on Education and Labor, re­ 
ported favorably to the Senate the House 
bill to create Boards of Arbitration for 
settling controversies and differences be­ 
tween railroad corporations and their 
employees. 
Senator Mitchell offered an amend­ 
ment to the Sundry Civil bill, to appro­ 
priate $82,000 for additions to the custom 
house at Port Townsend, Washington 
Territory. 
Among other amendments made was 
one adding to the item for the publica­ 
tion of the fiscal records of the Rebel­ 
lion, a provision that hereafter, before 
the publication of a volume of such re­ 
cords, the manuscript copy shall be sub­ 
mitted to the Secretary of War for his 
revision and approval. 
The next amendment was a new sec­ 
tion, appropriating $200,000 for a zoologi­ 
cal park in the District of Columbia (a 
track of not less than 100 acres on Rock 
Creek). Agreed to. 
The next amendment to be acted upon 
was the insertion of the item of $50,000, 
to be paid the widow of the late Spencer 
F. Baird for his services and expenses as 
Fish Commissioner from 1871 to 1887. 
After quite a lengthy debate, it was 
agreed to, 29 to 11. The bill went over. 
Adjourned. 
The House. 
W ashington, July 28.—The House in 
Committee of the Whole, took up the 
General Deficiency bill. 
Voorhees, of Washington Territory, 
advocated the admission of Washington 
Territory into the Union. 
Bymraes, of 
Colorado, said if the gentleman from 
Washington Territory could influence 
eight or ten Democrats he could get a bill 
through to-morrow for the admission of 
that Territory.

Gall and other chiefs. Gross referred to 
former treaties broken by the whites, 
and spoke about the Black Hills treaty. 
Chairman Pratt had said tbeir lands 
could not be taken except by consent cf 
'hree-quarters of the Indians; this was 
the proposition of the other treaty. IIow, 
then, did the whites take the Black Hills 
when they only got about three hundred 
Indians to sign ? Gross said: 
“The Indians were fools then, as they 
always have been in making treaties, and 
we hope we and our children will talk 
slow, and not be fools hereafter. You 
move other Indian tribes among us off of 
land given the whites. We don’t want 
this, and other tribes 
will 
not 
like it either. Tbe whites promised 
us much uuder treaties of years ago. 
The Government should give us what it 
now owes before it asks for more. We 
have our crops to look after and must 
get back to work. We will not sign. 
We came hero because our agent asked 
us to ; we did not want to slmme him. 
You cannot get us to sign. 
After Goss finished Gael was called 
and simply affirmed what had been said.

AX EVENTFUL DAY ON THE TURF. 


A Horse Crippled and Rider Killed 
at Saratoga— Pacing Record 
Lowered at Detroit. 


lAssoctatcd Press Dispatches to the H erald.] 
L ib e r a l, Kansas, July 28.—Tlie bodies 
of the four men killed by the Ilugoton 
party were brought to Voorhees, Stevens 
county, night before last, and with a 
wounded boy, Herliert Tony, afterwards 
taken to Woodsdale. No further shoot­ 
ing is reported. Herbert Tony, a 19- 
year-old boy, who was seriously wound­ 
ed, made an ante-mortem statement to­ 
day, in which he said their party was 
surprised by twenty Hugoton men while 
resting near Wildhorse Lake, and that 
Sheriff Cross, Rola Wilcox, Bob Hub­ 
bard and Cyrus W. Eaton were shot 
down in cold blood by the Hugoton men 
who afterwards emptied their rifles into 
the bodies of the dead men, but did not 
come near him (Tony) so he escaped 
death. On the other hand a local paper 
prints the statement over the signature 
of its editor, C. E. Cook, to the effect 
that Sheriff Cross and party first attack 
ed a small party of Hugoton men who 
were on the neutral strip with their fam­ 
ilies hunting, and attempted to kill Sam 
Robinson. The Hugoton men escaped, 
got reinforcements and when returning, 
Cook asserts, they were ambushed by 
Cro»s and his four men and boy. When 
the fight was over the bodies of Cross 
and his posse were lying on the ground, 
whilejSam Robinson, the only one of 
the Hugoton party who was injured, had 
a flesh wound in the leg. 
THE GOVERNOR INTERFERES. 
T o tek a, Kan., July 28.—Governor 
Martin has decided that the lawlessness 
engaged in by Stevens county people 
must stop. He has directed Attorney 
General Bradford and Brigadier General 
Myers to proceed there and Investigate 
the situation, and to report to him as 
soon as possible. 
The Governor has 
also written a letter to Congressman 
Peterson on the subject, in which he 
urges that the so-called “No Man’s 
Land” or neutral strip be placed under 
the jurisdiction of Kansas in order that 
the United States Marshal may drive 
away the outlaws and put a stop to thoir 
outrages.

CALIFORNIA RAISINS. 
A Few Figures that YVltl Prove In. 
tercstlng to Our Header*. 
The Pacific Coast says: California is 
now’ growing the finest raisins in the 
world and will soon stop imported fruits. 
Over 800,000 boxes were made in the 
State during 1887. The packing season 
of 1888 is estimated at over 1,500,000 
boxes. The season begins about August 
20th, and the process of curing is very 
simple. As soon as the grapes have 
ripened, the clusters are cut from the 
vino and placed on wooden trays 
or 
boards, where 
they 
are 
left 
andisturbed 
for 
two 
weeks 
to 
be 
dried 
by 
the 
heat of 
the 
sun and the warmth of the earth, then 
they are turned and left for another two 
weeks when they are sufficiently cured 
and ready for the sweating process. At 
this point, they are carefully taken from 
the boards and placed in boxes of 50 
Kounds each, and placed in a close 
uilding where they will remain for 
about two weeks, and are then ready for 
packing. In drying, the stems become 
brittle, some grapes are too dry, some 
not dry enough, but the sweating process 
equalizes all this. 
The White Muscat, of Alexandria, is 
the variety principally used for raisin 
purposes. The seedless Sultana is being 
planted and is a good though small 
variety. Planting is done between Janu­ 
ary and April, cuttings being preferred to 
rooted vines. Cuttings are worth $5 per 
1,000, rooted vines are $20 per 1,000. In 
making selection for vineyards, the low 
damp lands should be avoided, as the 
grapes will not ripen early enough to en­ 
able them to be dried before the wet 
season begins.

Government Finance*. 
The total of the National debt prhpor 
was reduced in May $14,286,873. The 
announcements for some time of reduc­ 
tions made have been only pro forma. 
This is the first reduction since the Sec­ 
retary paused last fall in buying bonds, 
waiting, as is well remembered, for au­ 
thority from Congress to disburse some 
of the surplus for bonds pending some 
other way of putting an end to accumula­ 
tions of currency to the hurt of busi­ 
ness generally. The tardy consent of 
Congress to reduce the debt and return 
the surplus taxeB to the channels of bus­ 
iness came late in April. 
The details 
are necessarily heavy, and swift progress 
in getting out the surplus is impossible. 
It is to be hoped that this great and 
¡rave National dilemma will be a wani­ 
ng to our politicians not to take large 
sums from the people that are not needed. 
Some way must and can be found to 
adjust income and expenditure without 
breaking down the American system as 
regards handicraft industries. The gold 
certificates increased $10*020,437, silver 
certificates increased $2,218,473. 
The 
gold coin and bullion decreased $2,918,^ 
75. Silver coin and bullion increased 
$3,909,175. United States notes (legal 
tenders) increased $7,365,1155. The sur­ 
plus on the 1st of June was $120;728,775: 
reduction $15,379.656. It ia to be hopea 
the Secretary will go right ahead buying 
bonds, as there is no hope of any relief 
this yeaA from amelioration ol the tax 
laws.—rBanker’s Monthly.

IMMIGRATION 
INVESTIGATION. 


Hoere and Morphy Waive Examina­ 
tion—Steve Brodie’s Liaison. 
Other Items.

N k w Y o r k , July 28.—W hen the four 
Congressmen 
who are 
investigating 
th e immigration affairs of the country 
assem bled to-day Paul Wolff, Washing­ 
ton correspondent of the New 
York 
Stoats Zeitung, took the witness stand 
an d stated that some three years ago he 
w as informed that there were several 
societies in Germany, and especially Ba­ 
varia, formed for the purpose of sending 
discharged criminals to this country. 
W itness laid his information before As­ 
sistan t Secretary of State Porter, and 
th a t gentlem an wrote to the American 
Consul at Munich on the subject, who 
replied, in December, 1885, that there 
were no such societies. W itness then 
read extracts from reports from one of 
these societies, showing that in 1883 
twenty-seven discharged convicts were 
cen t to this country by these societies. 
The report said the worse the men are 
And the larger families they have, the 
better fitted they are to send them to 
America. 
Witness said the societies are 
not government affairs, but Royal Coun­ 
selor Bauer, is President, and Prince Re­ 
g e n t Luitpold is Honorary President of 
th e society. 
In 1886 their report was 
m ore cautiously worded, but it shows out 
of 15,000 marks expended, nearly half 
was expended in assisting emigrants to 
com e to tliia country. 
At this point Mayor Hewitt interrupted 
th e proceedings to shake hands with the 
m em bers of the committee and urge upon 
th em an invitation to spend Sunday with 
him at his country seat.

discom fort. So firmly do the.-e incrustatious 
adhere to the point of attachm ent th at their re­ 
m oval usually requires th e m ost violent efforts; 
not unfrequently they have to be torn lrom the 
m em brane. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, on which there are general­ 
ly traces of blood, but In some cases the cast 
presenta a tubular appearsuce, b .in g o f exact 
shape of th e uasal cavity. This condition is in ­ 
dicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e may do - 
troy th e bony structure of th e nose aud produ e 
a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Cases are cccasionaUy m et w ith iu w hich a 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats the m em ­ 
b rane o f the nasal cavities, and th en putriflcs 
giving rise to a rtench w hich is really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison the atm os­ 
phere of h whole room ; and there are others In 
w hich ail th e secretions of the m em brane are 
suspended, causing au unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat and leyerishuess in the head and 
nose—a condition popularly know n as "D rj 
C atarrh.”

The breath is always ta in te d . and at tim es as­ 
sum es au exceedingly fetid and sickening odor. 
In som e caaes it becom es so revoltingly offen­ 
sive as to render th e 6ufl'erer an object of dis­ 
gust to him self as well as to others. 
The nasal m em b ra-e is thickened and co n ­ 
gested, causing the note to be stopped up, som e­ 
tim es on one side, som etim es ou th e oth er, aud 
often on both, giving rise to a disagreeable, 
stuffy sensation in th e head, and occasioning 
violent and prolonged paroxysm s ol sneezing. 
The voice is weak, Indistinct aud husky, er of 
a nasal character,displaying a so rto f sniffing 
quality. 
O ftentim es there is a continuous 
hoarseness and discordance. There íb also a
